Eleven masterpieces of early Dutch 
and English art, from the collection of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles P. Taft, of Cin- 
cinnati, are now on view at the Scott 
and Fowles Galleries, No. 590 Fifth 
Avenue, and make up not only the most 
important exhibition of the kind held 
in the United States in many years, but 
the most important display ever made 
in a dealer's gallery in this country. 

The works are not only all character- 
istic examples of the great masters 
whose brushes produced them, but are 
exceptionally fine examples and of rare 
quality. 

There are three examples of Franz. 
Hals, all well known to connoisseurs, 
namely, "Portrait of Michielse de 
Wael," shown at the Winter Exhibition 
of Old Masters at Burlington House, 
London, in 1902, and formerly in the 
collection of Mr. Arthur Sanderson, of 
Scotland; the "Portrait of a young 
man holding his hat to his side," from 
the collection of Lord Talbot de Mala- 
hide, of Ireland, and a second portrait 
from the same collection, that of "A 
Young Woman with one arm over a 
chairback and holding one wrist in her 
other hand." Both these Malahide por- 
traits are endorsed by Dr. Bode, of 
Berlin, in a letter in which he says: 
"There are only very few pictures by 
this master of such high quality and so 
wonderfully preserved," and he again 
alludes to them as "marvelous." 

The Rembrandt is the "Portrait of a 
young man rising from his chair," from 
the Count Pourtales and Pourtales- 
Gorgier collections of Paris, and the 
Lord Ashburnham collection of Lon- 
don. Dr. Bode says of this work, that 
"It is one of the most important and 
attractive painted by Rembrandt in his 
earlier time at Amsterdam, and its mar- 
velous state makes it still more im- 
portant." 

The Dutch pictures are completed by 
a superb example of Hobbema, "Land- 
scape with cattle and figures," from 
the collections successively of San 
Donato, Charles Flanbury Tracey, and 
the Countess of Holderness, and shown 
at the British Gallery, London, in 1821 
and 1832, and described in Smith's. 
Catalogue Raisonne. 

The English masterpieces comprise a 
"Portrait of Mrs. Weyland and Son/^ 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds, painted in 
1776, and mentioned in Leslie's "Life 
and Times of Reynolds," the well 
known and beautiful "Portrait of Maria 
Walpole, Countess of Waldegrave, 
Duchess of Gloucester," for many years 
owned by the Duke of Cambridge; an- 
other double portrait by Gainsborotigh, 
that of the "Tomkinson Boys," for- 
merly owned in succession by Mr. Lud- 
vvig Neuman, of London, and Mr. Tolle- 
mache, of Cheshire, England; a bril- 
liant "Portrait of Miss Coussmaker," 
by John Hoppner, painted in 1768, and 
formerly owned by Lieutenant Colonel 
George Coussmaker, of Guilford, Eng- 
land, and two portraits by Sir Henry 
Raeburn; one of Jane Fraser Tytler, 
reproduced in this issue of the AMER- 
ICAN ART NEWS; a daughter of 
Lord Woodhouslee, and wife of James 
Baillie Fraser, of Reelig, and another 
a portrait of Edward Sackwell Fraser, 
of Reelig, painted in 1803. 

The exhibition will attract all lovers 
of great art and is especially valuable 
and interesting to collectors, connois- 
seurs, artists and students. 



AIVIERICAN ARX NJeWS 



CHICAGO. 




Popular interest continues to be cen- 
tered in the annual American paintings 
and sculpture exhibition at the Art In- 
stitute. The attendance of viewers has 
been unusually large, and the demands 
for cicerones frequent. The walking 
tours through the galleries, under the 
guidance of Mrs. John B. Sherwood, 
have given special time to the current 
picture show, and has doubled in num- 
ber picture lovers anxious to take ad- 
vantage of the presence of an intelligent 
critic. 

Since the opening day there has been 
a' rehanging, and another of the new 
galleries, unfinished at first, has been 
added to space for the exhibition. The 
rehanging has changed the aspect ma- 
terially and improved it. Those works 
that suffered by being placed in the 
corridor are enjoying good positions in 
the rooms, the additional wall accom- 
modations being afforded by the open- 
ing of the other room.. 

The word sculpture has always ap- 
peared in the announcement of this an- 
nual display, although it is not often 
that important pieces are sent unless 
by chance in a special exhibition like 
that of Saint Gaudens, and of Karl 
Bitter in former years. The Saint 
Gaudens Memorial Exhibition this year 
has been the sensation of the period, 
and still is so, but the other works, 
about twenty pieces in all, sent 
on by eleven sculptors, are small 
in size, although significant in 
purpose and expression. Herman 
A. MacNeirs "Girl With Satyr," 
and Louis M. Potter's ''Dance of 
the Wind Gods of the East and 
West,'' are the most conspicuous pieces 
in bronze. Mahouri M. Young, of Salt 
Lake City, sent a portrait statuette of 
Alfred H. Maurier, and two idealized 
bronze figures of Labor. Will La 
Favor has a good portrait in relief of 
the late Dr. E. E. Hale. 

The dealers are announcing their first 
exhibitions of the year. O'Brien's have 
a gallery filled with the portraits of 
prominent persons in society, business 
and in literature, by Loiiis Betts. The 
climax was introduced this week in a 
full length portrait of Mrs. John 
Stephen Keogh. The background is 
fathomless without accessories of any 
kind. It is a singular contrast to the 
portrait of Mrs. Emerson Hough, or 
the portrait of Madam Soriano and 
Miss Mildred Blair, two graceful young 
women, clad in pale toned silks, stand- 
ing against a background of a French 
drawing room with decorations. Mr. 
Betts' portraits of men, give the men/ 
at their best. Those of John S. Millet 
and Charles H. Conover of business 
fame; Emerson Hugh, the novelist, 
and Martin O'Brien, the courtly Irish 
gentleman, retired from active life in 
his old age, are true to life, while show^^ 
ing the men in the bravery of best a 
pearance, without the realism of a Zorn 
or a Melchers. 

Moulton and Ricketts have opened 
an extensive establishment, enlarging 
their quarters here and taking posses- 
sion of a store in Milwaukee. The gal- 
leries were opened on November 1 with 
a display of a collection of portraits of 
the eighteenth century, and a private 
collection of Bartolozzi prints. In an- 
other gallery they have works by mod- 
ern painters. / 

The first collection of any extent of 
the painters of Southern California has 
appeared in 35 works by 16 painters in 
the new gallery associated with the 
Academy of Fine Arts. Mrs. Herman 
J. Hall is the curator. Mrs. Hall in- 
ited the collection while in Southern 
California last summer, and it is under- 
stood that the present group of works 



has begun a tour across the country. 
With the exception of an Indian por- 
trait b}' E. A. Burbank, the paintmgs 
are all landscapes. The love for color 
rules, and it is withal an interesting 
typical collection. J. N. Gamble, Ben- 
jamin C. Brown, and William Wendt 
have the largest canvases and the most 
valuable. The other Californians 
represented are J. Bond-Francisco, ' C. 
A. Fries, J. M. Griffin, S. G. Harris, 
William Lees Judson, Richard Kruger, 
Ralph Davidson Miller, Hanson Putoff, 
Granville Redmond, C. Dorman Robin- 
son, Mr. Sauerwein, and Norman St. 
Clair. It is a worthy gathering and 
has alread}^ attracted considerable 
notice. 

Albert Roullier's print rooms in the 
Fine Arts have on exhibition a valu- 
able collection of Meryon's prints.

The Salmagundi Club, in honor of its 
late member. Col. C. Myles Collier, will 
hold a memorial exhibition of his works 
at the Clubhouse, No. 14 West 12th 
street, to open Monday next, Nov. 8th, 
and to continue through next week. 

Col. Collier came to New York from 
Memphis, Tenn., in 1883, having sent 
pictures from there for many years to 
New York exhibitions. An officer in 
the United States Navy until the break- 
ing out of the Civil War, when he re- 
signed his commission to become an 
officer in the Confederate Army, he had 
occupied his spare time aboard ship in 
painting Marines. Obliged to go into 
business in Memphis through the loss 
of his fortune in the war, he still kept 
up his art and the first moment possible 
removed to New York to devote him- 
self entirely to painting. Pie" was a 
traveller and spent many summers 
painting in England and Holland, but 
his subjects were always the sea and 
its shores, and his work, notable for 
delicate and refined color and charming 
atmosphere, was marked by the true 
breath of his loved ocean. Col. Collier 
won deserved honor for his art and was 
awarded a medal at the Charleston Ex- 
position of 1902 for a watercolor, "The 
Wreck." 

Not only as an able painter but as a 
man is Col. Collier deeply regretted and 
greatly missed. He was the truest type 
of the Southern gentleman — courteous, 
kindly, cheerful and the soul of honor. 
It is fitting that the Salmagundi Club, 
so filled with memories of him, should 
hold this exhibition. There he obtained 
and gave inspiration, and there his 
pleasant smile, cordial greeting, and 
cheery personality will never be for- 
gotten. 



A collection of Japanese works of 
art was recently bequeathed by the late 
Quincy A. Shaw, of Boston, to the 
Royal Japanese Museum. 

The collection consists of fifteen gold 
lacquer writing cases, sixty-nine orna- 
mental bags used for carrying medi- 
cine, fifty-five gold lacquef boxes, six- 
teen incense boxes, a number of metal 
art objects, and several b6atltif\il pieces 
of ancient pottery.

The American Architect for Novem- 
ber contains among other interesting 
matter an article by Prof. William H-

contains the first publication which has 
ever been made of the section of the 
spiral stairway in the Leaning Tower 
of the Pisa Cathedral, proving that the 
tower was built originally as it now 
stands. Otherwise the article contains 
measurements for the middle string- 
course of the Cathedral, and for the 
levels for the foundations which have 
never previously been published in en- 
! tire and complete form, offering an in- 
i stance of intentional a symmetry, which 
I seems to anticipate in some directions 
the spirit shown in the construction of 
the intentional leaning tower. 

There are also surveys of a hitherto 
unpublished church near Lucca, which 
ofifers a remarkable parallel to the sys- 
tem of construction discovered in the 
foundations of the Pisa Cathedral.

OLD WEDGEWOOD FOUND. 



An interesting recent find in London 
was that of the dinner and dessert ser- 
vices commenced by Josiah Wedge- 
wood and Thomas Bentley in 1774 and 
finished in 1777 for Empress Catherine 
II. of Russia. They had been given up 
for lost, but after a long and persistent 
search, in which the Czar took a per- 
sonal interest, were discovered in a 
store room of the Peterhof Palace in 
St. Petersburg. Eight hundred of the 
952 pieces were recovered. Outside a 
few of the wedgewood jasper pieces, 
these two services had got the reputa- 
tion of being the finest work that was 
ever turned out of Eturia, but prob- 
ably a great deal of their reputation 
rested on their having disappeared. 
However, they made quite a little sen- 
sation when they were exhibited in 
Wedgewood's shop in Greek Street, 
Soho, just before being sent to Russia. 
The story of how the services were 
made is rather interesting, and should 
prove particularly so to the many per- 
sons in New England and the South 
who own specimens of Queen's ware, 
as it was called. — New York Evening 
Post.

NATIONAL ART FOR MUSEUMS. 



It is gratifying to know that the 
Metropolitan Museum has, through the 
generosity and interest of Messrs. J. 
Pierpont Morgan and Henry T. Wal- 
ters, secured a typical example of the 
art of the American painter John La 
Parge. 

We hope that this purchase, follow- 
ing the fund given by Mr. George A. 
Hearn for the securing of American 
pictures, means at last a realization on 
the part of the officers of the Metro- 



Ipolitan, that the great Museum has 
sadly neglected its opportunities for 
the building up of a complete and rep- 
resentative collection of pictures and 
sculptures bv American artists — in 
other words its collections of national 
art. 

The museums of Europe are in every 
instance strongest in the art of their 
Individual nations and countries, and it 
is evident that their founders and man- 
agers directed their attention first to 
the adequate representation of their 
national art, before beginning to col- 
lect that of other nations and lands. 

The Metropolitan Museum, strange 
to sa}', and until recently, has been the 
exception to this rule, and most un- 
wisely and unpatriotically has neg- 
lected its representation of American 
art. This was primarily due to its first 
director, an Italian, not only by birth 
but by sympathy and interest, who 
held office far too long, and who, at 
times, did not hesitate to express al- 
most his contempt for the work of 
American painters and sculptors. 
During his regime examples of such 
early American painters as Gilbert 
Stuart, Copley, the Peales, Trumbull, 
Inman, Allston, Sully and others, and 
of the early sculptors, which could 
have been secured for a low figure, and 
v/hich were repeatedly offered to the 
museum, v/ere allowed to go to the 
museums of Boston, Philadelphia and 
other cities, or into strong private hold- 
ings, from which even the Metropol- 
itan will probably never dislodge them. 

Now /that we have an acting director 
who is an American, and officers like 
Messrs. Morgan^ Walters and Hearn, 
who seem to appreciate the museum's 
weakness in its American collections, 
we may hope for a change in condi- 
tions, and that proper attention will be 
paid to this important question. To 
the credit of Director Sir Purdon 
Clarke, now on long leave, it must be 
said that despite his English birth and 
affiliations, he recognized the weakness 
of the museum's representation of the 
art of this country, and it was on his 
own initiative that the museum pur- 
chased Bierstadt's ''Rocky Mountains, ' 
which, while it hardly deserves the en- 
thusiastic praise which Sir Purdon lav- 
ished upon it as a work of art, is a 
typical example of a marked phase in 
the evolution of American art, and de- 
servedly holds a place on the museum 
walls. 

Let us hope that the La Farge pur- 
chase will be follovv^ed, and scon, by 
the acquirement by the Metropolitan 
of other typical examples of early and 
modern American pictures and sculp- 
tures. 



ARE EXPERTS INFALLIBLE? 



The controversy still raging in Ber- 
lin and London as to whether or not 
Dr. Bode, of the Kaiser Friedrich 
Museum of Berlin, and deservedly con- 
sidered one of the great art experts of 
the world, was deceived in his recent 
purchase, for a large sum, in England, 
of a wax bust which the good doctor 



claims was executed by Leonardo da 
Vinci, but which is said to be the com- 
paratively modern production of an 
English sculptor, raises again the ques- 
tion of the value of expert testimony 
on art — eductions. 

Had the subject matter of the con- 
troversy bev.li a picture attributed to 
Rembrandt, Franz Hals, Holbein, 
Durer, or other early Dutch or German 
masters, we should have been more in- 
clined to favor Dr. Bode from the 
start, but our confidence in his knowl- 
edge of the sculptors' or moulders' art 
of ancient times, is not as great. In 
other words Dr. Bode is best fitted, 
like all so-called "experts," to pass 
upon those art works to which he has 
given the longest and closest study 
and attention, and with which he has 
most and longest lived. There is no such 
thing as infallible expert testimony, and 
we wish the many persons who con- 
stantly bring old pictures, sculptures 
and^ art works to us for examination 
and appraisement and whom we refer 
to the best judges we know of here 
and abroad, could be convinced of this 
fact. The only course to pursue, when 
one is in doubt as to the authenticity 
of any art work, is to submit the same 
to the person or persons, in this coun- 
try, or abroad, whose personal reputa- 
tions and characters are beyond ques- 
tion, and who are best qualified by ex- 
perience, study and knowledge of the 
school or period to which the art work 
seems most likely to belong, to pass 
upon it, and then to understand that 
there is a possibility and, at times, a 
strong probability, of their being mis- 
taken in their positive or negative judg- 
ment on the same. 

We would unhesitatingly submit a 
Rembrandt, Franz Hals or Holbein, 
for example, to Dr. Bode or Mr. De 
Groot, or Dr. Bredius of The Hague, 
an Italian primitive to Mr. Berenson, 
or an early Spanish work to Senor 
Villegas of the Prado Museum in 
Madrid; but we should still feel that 
there would be two chances in, say 
one hundred, of their being mistaken in 
their positive or negative verdict on 
such work. It is as esisy and as diffi- 
cult to prove the authenticity of an art 
work, especially an old one, oftentimes, 
as to disprove it. 

There is no such thing, we repeat, as 
infallible expert testimony. 



THAT WAX BUST. 



Dr. Bode Defends Purchase. 

Great stress is laid in Berlin art 
circles on the importance of having the 
authorship of the "Vinci" bust settled, 
because it is held that money, which 
otherwise might go to modern artists, 
should not be paid for works that are 
not genuine beyond all doubt. It is 
pointed out in connection with the sub- 
ject that several works of doubtful 
origin have been purchased by Dr. Bode 
in recent years, including paintings that 
are attributed to Raphael and Ver- 
meers. 

The administration of the Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum, doubtless by direc- 
tion of Dr. Bode, who is curator of that 
institution, issued the following, last 
week : . 

"The photograph of the bust made 
by Mr. Lucas, reproduced in the Illus- 
trated London News, proves that it is 
a copy of the original in the Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum, although not a good 
copy. Indeed, the other works of the 
sculptor, shown in the Illustrated Lon- 
don News, go to show that he was not 
gifted beyond the average sculptors of 
his time. The picture which served 
him for a model does not come into 
consideration with regard to the bust, 
as a glance at the difference in the pos- 
ture of the arms proves." 

A cable from London says : "Cumu- 
lative and convincing evidence has been 
forthcoming this week of the modern 
English origin of the now famous 
'Vinci' bust purchased by Dr. Bode for 
$40,000 for the National Museum at 
Berlin. Mr. Lucas, son of the maker 
of the bust, has issued a statement de- 
scribing in detail his father's work upon 
the bust, which he copied from a pic- 
ture. The son assisted in casting the 
work in wax."

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Dr. Bode Vindicated. 

A special cable despatch to the Sun 
from Berlin says a commission of the 
leading German art experts made a 
critical examination to-day of the 
"Vinci" bust lately bought in England 
by Dr. Bode, curator of the Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum. They subsequent- 
ly gave a verdict which thoroughly 
satisfied the museum authorities that 
the bust was the work of Leonardo da 
Vinci. The commissioners say they 
ascertained that the bust is wax 
throughout, including the core, and 
that the entire composition corre- 
sponds in every detail with the wax 
sculpture traditions of the Renaissance. 



SUNLIGHT ON DR. BODE. 



Whatever Dr. Wilhelm Bode asserts 
is so, whether his fancy plays with new 
attributions of authorship to works of 
art or with the misdeeds of American 
collectors who are wilHng to pay bet- 
ter prices than the Berlin Gallery can. 
It is gratifying, therefore, to notice the 
rebuke given to the old gentleman who 
helped to fashion the Leonardo da 
Vinci wax bust and the other witnesses 
to its British Victorian origin by a 
competent commission of German ex- 
perts. If Leonardo himself were to 
hear the arguments that modern Ger- 
man art criticism can advance for his 
having made the bust he would be in- 
clined to believe that he must have 
made it; with Dr. Bode, however, de- 
claring that it is his work, he would 
have no further doubt and would ad- 
mit that he did it.— N. Y. Sun Edito- 
rial. 
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LONDON LETTER. 



WATER COLOR DISPLAY. 



London, October 27, 1909. 

An interesting exhibition has just 
opened in the galleries of the Fine Art 
Society, New Bond Street, where Wal- 
ter Donne and Julius Olsson are show- 
ing a collection of their pictures. 

The appointment of Prof. C. J. 
Holmes to the directorship of the Na- 
tional Portrait Gallery in succession to 
Mr. Lionel Cust, following so soon the 
elevation of Mr. D. S. MacColl to the 
keepership of the Tate Gallery, may be 
regarded as a second triumph for the 
New English Art Club. It is an open 
secret that the new appointment is 
viewed with anything but satisfaction 
in certain academic circles, whose mem- 
"bers have at various times been sharply 
criticised by the Slade Professor and 
Burlington Magazine editor. There is 
jlenty of work awaiting Mr. Holmes in 
Charing Cross Road, and he will need 
to be, something of a Hercules to set 
the Portrait Gallery in fair exhibition 
order. But after Mr. MacColl's cleans- 
ing at Millbank all things are possible, 
and Mr. Holmes at all events is spared 
raking about the Augean stables of a 
Chantrey collection. 

The Manchester Corporation Art 
Gallery has acquired "The Mill Pond," 
by Charles Sharman, examples of whose 
work have this year been purchased 
by the municipalities of Paris and 
Venice. 

The International Society of Sculp- 
tors, Painters and Gravers, will hold 
their next annual exhibition in April 
and May, at the Grafton Galleries. 
This exhibition will be followed by a 
third exhibition of "Fair Women" in 
the same galleries during the latter part 
of May, June and July. 



OBITUARY. 



William P. Frith. 

William Powell Frith died in Lon- 
don on Tuesday. 

He was born near Ripon, Yorkshire, 
on Jan. 9, 1819, was a pupil of Sass's 
art school in Bloomsbury and a stu- 
dent of the Royal Academy. In 1840 
he exhibited his "MalvoHo Before the 
Countess Olivia," which attracted 
much public attention. His "Village 
Pastor," painted in 1845, made him an 
associate member of the Academy. It 
was not until he was elected a Royal 
Academician, fn 1853, that he took on 
a new manner in portraying the hu- 
morous aspect of an English crowd. 

Mr. Frith's "Life at the Seaside, 
Ramsgate," was a lively interpretation 
of a jolly gathering abroad on a holi- 
day. This picture was purchased by | 
Queen Victoria, and is now in posses- 
sion of the royal family. His "Derby 
Day," painted in 1858, was the picture 
of the year, in popularity at least. This 
picture was a vivid representation of 
the English crowds during the Derby 
week. In 1869 Queen Victoria com- 
missioned Mr. Frith to paint "The 
Marriage of the Prince of Wales'' (now 
King Edward), for which he received 
a large sum. 

Among Mr. Frith's later works were 
"The Railway Station," now in the 
Tate gallery, for which he received 
$40,000; "The Road to Ruin," and "The 
Private View of the Royal Academy." 
Frith never took himself or his 
work very seriously. In his "Auto- 
biography" and "Further Reminis- 
cences" he spoke most lightly of them, 
and never made any pretence of betng 
a genius. He was a delightful com- 
panion, and was on intimate terms with 
all the celebrities of his day. 



The twentieth annual exhibition of 
the New York Water Color Club at the 
Fine Arts Galleries, 215 West 57th St., 
contains 363 works in water color and 
pastel, and includes some miniatures. 
Although the average is not high, there 
are some pictures shown far above the 
average quality; notably three pastels 
by Charles Warren Eaton, "Glimpse of 
Lake Como," "The August Moon, 
Lake Como," and "A Venetian Night."

Berkshires" and "Dreamland," by John 
C. Huffington. 

Hilda Belcher's "Young Girl in 
White," which won for her the Beal 
prize, is already sold. Lawrence B. 
Saint sends ' two good designs for 
stained glass; Elmer Livingston Mc- 
Rae "The Wharf," "East River," with 
new bridge, "The City, Winter," and 
"Tea Part^^"; C. P. Gruppe is repre- 
sented by "A Restful Spot," "Conesus 
Creek, New York," showing cows in a 
stream, and "November Day." "Old 
Houses, Valley Forge," by Ralph M. 
Calder, is interesting, as are Frank C. 
Mathewson's "Courtyard at Caude- 
bec," "The Cottage Door," "A Corner 
of Polperro," and "Klingen Tlior, 
Rothenburg." "Rising Clouds," charm- 
ing in color, is by S. Edwin Whiteman ; 
"The HomxC of the Eagle," by Irving 
Couse, shows an Indian watching an 
eagle's nest; "Golden Days," a land- 
scape with rich autumn -foHage, is by 
Glenn Newell. "Columbus Circle, New 
York," by Colin Campbell Cooper, is a 
view from the housetops, showing the 
Hudson River in the background. 
Alexander Robinson sends "Interior of 
a Church, Holland," "Chiaggia Boats," 
very rich in color, "San Giorgio, Ven- 
ice," and. "The Moors' Cape," an Ori- 
ental scene. Jane Peterson has several 
scenes in quaint Rothenburg, "Weisser 
Thurni," "An Old Courtyard," "Mar- 
kusthume," which is sold, "A Crack in 
the Wall," and "Boats, St. Ives." 
Rhoda Holmes Nicholls' "Wash 
Day" is very realistic; she also 
sends "The Brook," "Portrait of 
Mrs. S.," lent by Edgerton Swart- 
waut, ■ Esq., "The End of the 
Story," a pretty girl and handsome 
young man reading a book out of 
doors, "Her Birthday," an old lady 
with a bunch of flowers, "Girl's Head," 
and "Peonies."

PARIS LETTER. 



A special cable to the Tribune from 
London says : 

"The King has ordered the art treas- 
ures at his various palaces to be care- 
fully examined by experts and officially 
catalogued. Even if no discoveries of 
I forgotten works are made, the collec- 
;tions will be revalued and properly dis- 
played. 

"There is an exhibition of Rembrandt 
and of other master etchers at the Gute- 
kunst Gallery. 

"A. P. Cole, the son of Timothy Cole, 
has painted a lifelike portrait of H. B. 
Irving, which he will exhibit at New 
York after executing a commission in 
Philadelphia. He will take with him 
when he sails next week a dozen works 
which he has exhibited at the Salon and 
the Academy, including several subject 
pictures and a portrait of Mrs. Cole." 



Paris, October 27, 1909. 

Things are begining to look up at the 
Hotel Drouot, where a very important 
sale of jewels took place the other day 
under the direction of M. Bignon. In 
another sale, conducted by M. Crosnier- 
Lecomte, a group in old Saxe in a very 
bad condition made 900 frs., two broken 
vases in Sevres 255 frs., a dressing table 
630 frs., and the portrait of a general of 
the Empire period 600 frs. M. Jean 
Auboyer disposed of very beautiful 
carved seats and presses, and M. Origet 
of dainty ornaments of the Louis XV- 
and Louis XVI. periods, while news 
from the provinces remind us of the 
fact that very interesting specimens can 
be found even outside the limits of the 
Hotel Drouot. Some fine furniture was 
sold, together with the Chateau of 
Frangonet, in the Doubs department, 
and two magnificent marble vases of 
the Louis XVI. period, and extremely 
decorative, fetched very high prices at 
a sale at Les Avrins, near Tours, in the 
center of France. In Germany, Herr 
Helbing has just dispersed a very im- 
portant collection of old paintings at 
Munich, and the Bernard Greve collec- 
tion has been knocked down to a few 
amateurs in Berlin by Herr Lepke. 

On the other hand, and as was to 
be expected, the auction sale of the 
Waterloo Museum ended in a decided 
fiasco. Wellington's swords and Na- 
poleon's hats have been too many just 
lateh^, even for the most unexperienced 
amateurs, and the few genuine relics 
that were offered among the worthless 
so-called remnants of the famous battle 
were ungloriously left unsold. 

The sale is announced for the early 
days of December of the extremely im- 
portant Polovtsoff collection, from St. 
Petersburg. It is probable that M. 
Lair-Dubreuil will require two days to 
disperse the highly interesting numbers 
of that collection, among others 
XVIIIth century tapestries of Beau- 
vais, Bruxelles and Gobelins, especially 
a series of four by Boucher, which bids 
fair to fetch a very high price. 

The Committee of the "Salon de 
I'Ecole Francaise" has just obtained 
from the Fine Arts Administration the 
permission to use the Grand Palais for 
its Fifth. Annual Exhibition in January 
and February, 1910. As in past years, 
all sections will be admitted to the ex- 
hibition, which will remain, however, 
an exclusively French manifestation. 

The opening is announced for No- 
vember 16 of the International Exhibi- 
tion of Water Colors, also, at the De- 
vambez Galleries, of a show of land- 
scapes by M. Rene Destailleur, and of 
an exhibition of marines and figures by 
M. Ferdinand Gueldry. Referring to 
exhibitions, special notice is being 
given by most art critics here to the 
growing talent of Miss Ethel Mars, the 
American artist, whose strong and care- 
ful sketches are so justly commended 
at the Salon d'Automne. 

MM. Knoedler and Trotti have re- 
ceived notice that their consignments 
were stopped at the New York Custom 
House, in spite of their having duly 
signed the "sworn declaration" papers 
supplied by the American Consulate 
General here. Much feeling' has been 
raised among dealers by the clause in 
the above papers which compels the 
sender to state the year and month in 
which the paintings were produced. 
They all think that such a measure, 
which might, perhaps, be applied to 
modern works of art, but certainly not 
to ancient paintings, is likely to seri- 
ously impede the art trade with 
America.

A decision made pubHc by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Tuesday, har- 
monizes conflicting provisions in the 
two paragraphs of the Payne tariff law 
relating to the free entry. of works of 
art. The first paragraph places on the 
free list, without qualification, all en- 
gravings and etchings which are more 
than twenty years old. 

In the second paragraph it is pro- 
vided that engravings and etchings are 
to be admitted free "which are proved 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, under rules prescribed 
by him, to have been in existence more 
than twenty years prior to the date of 
their importation." 

David Bendann, of Baltimore, im- 
ported through New York certain en- 
gravings, for which he claimed free 
entry, and the customs ofiicers asked 
the Treasury Department for a ruling 
as to which paragraph of the law 
should apply. The department holds- 
that as to engravings and etchings the 
second paragraph applies. This means 
that the importer will be required to- 
furnish satisfactory evidence to show 
that engravings and etchings are twen- 
ty years old before he is permitted to- 
enter them free of duty.

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RARE BOOKS TO BE SOLD. 



Presentation copies from Queen Victoria 
of Great Britain are seldom met with. One 
of these rarities will be sold -at Merwin- 
Clayton's on November 9. It is "The 
Churchman's Year," written by George F. 
Townsend, two volumes, published in Lon- 
don in 1842. In each volume is an auto- 
graph inscription. "Edward Gust, Gift of 
Victoria, March 17, 1851." The inscription 
is in the Queen's handwriting, and the 
work also has Sir Edward Gust's book 
plate. It was this same year that he was 
raised to the rank of Major General. He 
enjoyed the personal friendship of the 
Queen for many years. In 1845 he was ap- 
pointed Assistant Master of the Gere- 
monies to .Victoria, and in 1847 Master of 
the Geremonies. He held his post until 
1876, when ill health obliged him to resign. 
He was thereupon created baronet in re- 
ward for his services. His wife was bed- 
chamber woman to the Duchess of Kent, 
the mother of Victoria. She wrote a book 
on "Gats," being a- great fancier of them. 
The King of the Belgians was godfather 
to their son, Leopold. Gust died in 187§ 
in his eighty-fourth year. 

Among other interesting items in the 
same sale are: A copy of the rare "History 
of the Rise, Progress, and Termination of 
the American Revolution," by Mrs. Mercy 
Warren of Plymouth, Mass., three volumes, 
Boston, 1805. She was the wife of Gen. 
James Warren and sister of James Otis, 
the famous Revolutionary patriot. 

Some observations on the bill entitled, 
"An Act for Granting His Majesty an 
Excise on Wines Consumed Within This 
Province," a scarce Boston pamphlet, is- 
sued in 1754. 

Sketch of the "Life and Voyages of 
Gapt. Alvah Dewey," by Sijas Judd, Ghit- 
tenango, N. Y., 1838, a rare book of 114 
pages, unknown to Sabin. Commodore 
Perry, it will be recalled, died in Gapt. 
Dewey's arms, and the author gives a full 
account of Perry's illness and death. 



BOOK COLLECTIONS SOLD. 



Collin Armstrong Sale. 
A representative throng of booklovers 
filled the Anderson Auction Company's 
rooms at the sale of the second part of the 
Collin Armstrong library on October 26. 
"The Writings, in Prose and Verse, of 
Rudyard Kipling," in twenty-four volumes, 
said to be the only complete American edi- 
tion authorized by Kipling, and now al- 
most unobtainable, brought $230 — the high- 
est price of the afternoon. The Scribners 
ivere the purchasers. The same buyers ob- 
tained for $93 "The Novels and Tales of 
Henry Jam^s," in twenty-four volumes, and 
they paid for Donald G. Mitchell's works, 
"Dream Life," "Reveries of a Bachelor," 
and others, $94. An illuminated manu- 



script on thirty-six leaves of vellum, writ- 
ten in Gothic letter, fourteen lines to a full 
page, and illustrated with seven miniatures 
with borders, was knocked down for $120. 
There was also obtained for $56 No. 25 of 
fifty copies printed on Japan paper of the 
novels of Victor Hugo, translated by J. 
Carroll Beckwith and others. The works 
of George Meredith, in thirty-two volumes, 
said to be the only complete edition of his 
writings, was bought on order for $95. 
The complete works of Ruskin, in thirty 
seven volumes, edited by E. T. Cook and 
Alexander Wedderburn brought the highest 
price — $168— -at the final session of the sale 
of the library of Collin Armstrong, October 
27. James Whitcomb Riley's poems and 
prose sketches, in fourteen volumes, printed 
on Japan paper, brought $91. The Scrib- 
ner's obtained, for $135, No. 54 of 204 sets, 
signed by the author, of Fl Hopkinson 
Smith's works, in nineteen volumes. A 
manuscript edition of the writing of Henry 
D. Thoreau in twenty volumes, brought 
$115 at the evening session. E. A. Season- 
good was the buyer. G. Weis paid $110 for 
"The Novels and Stories of Frank R. Stock- 
ton," in eighteen volumes, printed on Japan 
paper. The total for the two sessions ap- 
proximated $4,500. 



Wilhelm Mynderse Sale. 

Thackeray items in the collection of the 
late Wilhelm Mynderse, sold in the rooms 
of the Anderson Auction Company, Oc- 
tober 29, brought high prices, a few of 
which were records. The author's first sep- 
arate publication of "Flore et Zephyr, Bal- 
let Mythologique, par Theophile Wagstaff," 
printed by J. Mitchell in London in 
1836, and which was Thackeray's first 
attempt at independent authorship, brought 
$700. It was secured by George D. 
Smith, a dealer. This was the Daly copy 
which sold in 1900 for $420. It was 

printed, said Dr. John Brown, in the North 
British Review, "at a time when he (Thack- 
eray) still hoped to make his bread l3y art." 

Thackeray's "The Second Funeral of Na- 
poleon," printed five years later in London, 
a very rare item, sold to J. O. Wright, for 
$200. A copy of the first edition of "Van- 
ity Fair" in the original parts, as issued 
with wrappers and advertisements, entirely 
uncut, as when it left the Punch office, 
1848, went to Mr. Smith for $245. A com- 
plete set of the Englishman's contributions 
to Eraser's Magazine, containing many 
etchings and articles by him that have never 
been reproduced, brought $120. F. W. 
Morris, an agent, was the purchaser. 

A collection of the writings of R. S. 
Surtess published from 1853 to 1888 went 
to George D. Smith for $125, while another 
remarkable collection of the writings of 
Thackeray, No. 514 in the catalogue, sold 
for $135 to the same purchaser. The total 
realized on the entire collection is, approxi- 
mately, $7,600.
